The Coast and Geodetic Survey 
has been handicapped in the work 
not only by inadequate appro-! 
priation but also by lack of suit- 
able vessels, wire-drag launches, 
an insuificient number of ex- 
perience officers, high wage 
rates, and the great scarcity of 
seamen on the Pacific coast. | 

The ccmmerce of Alaska is en- | 
tirely by water and therefore it! 
is necessary that navigation} 
should te made safe by correct. 
charts and tidal and current 
tabies. j
